‘The Bad Plus isa jazz ero that consists 
of Ethan Iverson (piano), Reid Anderson (bass), 
and David King (drums) Thelr syle of music 
and performance ean be attributed toa 
structured type of jazz chat spills over to pop 
and indie culture as an unpretentious 

original feat. The virtuosity of these three 
players makes this trio an undeniable treat 

to the music community. Ethan Iverson glides 
across the plano with eatchy melodic 
simpliciy which made the tunes irresistible. 
‘With this simplicity, Iverson expands a 

motive idea by overlapping individual lines that 
he would play atthe same time. verson's 
abllty to create original melodies while 
responding to the other players without 
overbearing rifs grants him the virtuosie tile, 
Reid Anderson's bast provided to be the heavy 
backbone of the entire trio, His unforgettable 
themes created a piece that would be amazing 
even if played alone. The compositional growth 
of the tunes bridged out of the solo basslines 
that provided colour and story to the pieces 
Lastly, David King stole the show with his 
fusion of rock, jazz and experimental drum- 


ming. This style of drumming was one not seen 
before and can only be attributed to him. His 
ablity to listen to the plano and bass allowed 
him to create melodie lines on the drums. 


King also mixed in minimalism, which down- 
grades ego that is often attributed to drum- 
mers.
